Their bail was fixed at |6,000, but the 
BNO refoiwd to giye it aadtlisoonrt 
sooiinitted them. 

Debt) and his companions were taken 
to jail by Marshal Arnold, and before 
they left the courtroom ' Jndige Seaman 
instructed the marshal to take them ont 
of the jail at any reasonable time or 
times in order that they may have 
abundant opixnt unity to consult tht-ir 
attorneys betwet n this and nert Mon- 
day. 

Yesterday District Attoiiioy Milcln-ist 
(ili'd an information in., court, cliar^ing 
the ofticcrH of tlie union witli violating; 
tht injuiK tiou mid luskcd i'or a writ of 
attacliiut'ut for contempt. It was nut 
necessary to i.^^suc a writ for l)ct)s tnr lie 
was iu coiu't when the inforniatiun was 
filed. 

Wlieii tlic injunction was issued by 
.ludffcs (irosscuj) and Woods tlu; u.sual 
chancery tiummous was issued, and 
those named ill tlic injunction were di- 
rected to ai)jH'ar in court yesterday to 
.inswer. That was wluit lirou^rlit bi;t« 
into court with t)ie attoruej^s, wlio liavo 
lieeu retained to defend liim and his 
brother oflicers. Tlic infurmatioii was 
.cad to tlie court by Att.trney .Milchrist. 

When Mr. Milc.lirist liad "tlnished the 
reading of the information Attorni'}' 
(i^OTg^ R IVck, r'jj,>r'.js'.'iitin{; tlic rc 
ceivers '.>f tlie siantii Ft- system, t;;L;k tJic 
floor and read a p<'titiou for >vrit8 of 
attacliiTieiit a»;ainst t)iu defendants on 
behalf of that railroad. 

The petition asked that the defend- 
ants be pnuislied for contompt for vio- 
lating the order appointing tne receivers 
as well as for violating the general in- 
jimction tus it applies to the niuita Fe. A 
DuntlHjr of acts uf violence ere alleged 
and interference with trains. 

The formal proceedings began at 8 
o'clock when Attorney uwln, for the 
defendants, aaked that they be released 
on their personal recognizance. 

Judge Seaman finalrr decided to set 
the eaie fornezt MoBoay and fixed bail 
at 18,060 eaoh. The fovr tarn made no 
attempt to fnxnldi bail and were com- 
mitted to jail nntil Monday. The 
iattomesrs for the defendants Mid their 
clients ooold not seoore bondsmen, bat 
pebs did not ooRoborate that when 
adied if he wonld gire balL He said he 
would not give bul to the anurantof 
live cents. 

Atele|nram was prodnoed in court 
sent by Debs pn July 2, to North Butte, 
Mom. It read: "General managers are 
weakening. If the strike is not settled 
in 48 hours, complete paralysis will fol- 
low. Potat<x's i'ud ice iirc out of sight. 
Have youi' money and buy a gun." 

W'liile seated in jail, aw aiting the 
prei)aration of his cell, Dehs said: 
"Well, this means a few days of rest 
and quiet at least. I have not had 
much rest for over a numth and I am 
budly iu lujcd of it. 

"No sir, we sluill not give bonds. Our 
bonds are fUJ.OOO each, but we would not 
give bonds if they were tive cents eaeh. 
We are not jx (King tut martyrs, neither 
do we a.sk for sympathy. 

"All I have to say alnait our arrest t i- 
day is that matters have cuuie to that 
ijuiut in tliis free country wlien it is 
held to be a crime to advise a man what 
to do wlieii he seeks your advice. We lu'e 
g\iilty of no crime, unless tl»e simple ex- 
pression of an opinion is a crime. We 
are not responsible for this strike. Pull- 
man is responsible for it." 

The men were placed iji t he debtor's 
department of the jail. Debs and How- 
ard being given a oell and-Xeliher and 
Rogers ouu adjoining. 

Kfilrral Troopa Still mt Chlrngo. 

('iu« Ado, July 18. — An elt'ort wai> 
made by (iovoruor Altgeld and Mayor 
Hopkins to convince (teneral Miles Of 
the strength uf the state militia and its 
ability to cope >vith any further emerg- 
encies without the pn sence or aid i>f 
the federal troops.

STRIKE I N CA LIFORNIA.

— The iSouth- 
eru Paciiio company continue Ut run 
passenger trains more or leas regularly 
during the hoors qf dayUgl^t but all 



night trains are sttn befng al)an(loncd. 
Nonunion tvain crews are not Hocking 
to division hca<l(juarters and this is 
probably the rea.son why sofewfSteight 
trains are being moved. 

The first fruit train dispatched for the 
east since the strike was ordered by 
Dobs, was sent ont of Saenunento yes- 
terday morning. 

At Sacramento the only exciting imci- 
dent of the daj* was the dispatching of 
a train bearing 60 United States regu- 
lars to Dunsrauir, on the Oregon branch. 
The company's agent at Dnnsmuir re- 
ported that the strikers there were be- 
coming ugly. 

The strikers at Sacramento continue 
active, however. 

In Oakland, as well aa in Sacramento, 
the railroad offlcial* are - meeting with 
difficulty iu getting enough men to run 
their shops and man theU trains. The 
strikers have been pretty s uw ea ifU l in 
intimidatfng the men who otherwise 
might haiv* stopped into vacant posi- 
tions. 

One man, supposed to be a sMker and 
in whose possession several sticks of dy- 
namite were found, was arrested near 

the railroad yards by soldiers and taken 
to the city prison. 

The railroad company's paycar, bear- 
ing over 1150,000, pas.sed down the Oak- 
land mole yesteroay and through the 
dty, disbursing wages for May and 
June. Strikers who came to the car 
were told to decide whether they would 
return to work or not. If they elected 
to return, their May wages were paid 
them. If tliey refused every dollar that 
the company owed them was handed 
out. The paycar will prix-ccd by easy 
stages into tlie Sau Joaqnin valley, 
along all the branches, thence to li^s 
Angeles, to Yuma and eastwMcd as far 
us El Pasu. 

WRECKED WITH DYNAMITE. 

■MlMrs Btenied For AttempttBg tm Stow 
Up a TriUn. 
Missom^A, Hon., July 18.— 4n east- 
bound Northern Pacific train, the first 

iu IC days, was wrecked yesterday at a 
point about two miles east of here by a 
dynamite cartridge concealed in the 
tra<k. Tlie eujjinc had bai'iily struck 
the spot wlc'ii a teni'ic ex-ilui-iiin was 
heard, the shoek shattn inv' ' lie I'll'itand 
riglit cylinder and piston rod. It also 
broke the windows Of the cab and mail- 
cur. Had the engine gone fairly over 
the cartridge the result would have 
been more disastrous, as some eight 
coaches constituted the train, which 
Vraki loaded with tluop.'< and paK!<HUgRni. 

The stoikers denounce the outrage. 
There is considerable feeling here over 
the return to work of some engine<-rs 
and conductors, and it is expected that 
someone in sympathy with the strikers 
adopted this method of deterring further 
progress. A trestle, 100 feet long, three 
miles west of here, and one loU feet 
long, on the Couer d'AfoneUran^, wtre 
burned last night. 

DESTROYING BRIDGES. 

Mwtheni Flieifle TniM Delayed by rtnett 
Outracen. 

Helena, Mou., July 18 — Reports 
from all portions of Montana are to the 
effect thiU; trains are ruuulvg on the 
Horthem Paciflo main line close to 
schedule time and that the company has 
enough applications to fill every va- 
oaooy. The only delay now comes from 
the destruction of bridges. Since the 
road first began to operate tmder mili- 
tary direction more than 20 bridges 
have been destroyed by fire. 
. In the last 20 hours three big bridges 
hMVe beau burned on the Rooky moun- 
tain division. People in the whole state 
are becoming aroused over the burning 
of the bridges and volunteers are com- 
ing forward with ofT. r.> to ^'uard hi-.d;.'es 
and to arrest anyniie caught in any act 
that will endanger life. The state has 
otleri (I a rewaril of 1^1,000 for the cap 
ture of anyone caught la this Und of 
busiui'ss.

TRAGEDY IN A COTT ON FACTORY. 

One Mm Instantlj Killed Md Tmi Others 

Fatelly Woundrd. 

Dallas, Jtily 18. — At 7 o'clock yester- 
day morning, aiul a few minutes aftv* 
the Dallas cotton factory had started 
up for the day, H. P. Barnes, the boss 
weaver, enterad thn ofllce of Superin- 
tendent A. H. Nickless and with a long- 
bladed knife asuaulted that offlcial, in- 
flicting deep wotmds over the left arm, 
in the left ride, left groin and then driv- 
ing the blade into the heart, suvcruig 
that organ. Mr. Nickless fell and died 
in a few minutes without speaking. 

At this moment John W. NickleiM. 
sen of the (lead man and engineer of 
th(^ mills, ' ntered the otllci', when 
Barnes assaulted him witli the samo 
weapon, stahl/ing him >e\(ii-al time.s, 
two of which p"uet: :if! 4 the lungs. 
Young Nickless stabbed Barno-i severe- 
ly ou the head and body. He may re- 
cover. Ni c k l ess' wounda are probably 
fatal. 

The true cause of the trouble is not 

yet known. It is sujiposed Snperlntond- 
etit Nickless discharged Karuuo and this 
led to the t.'ifal duel. Others fay the 
trouble ,tri ise over the disniiss:d of a lady 
employe, wliom Nickle.«s insisted on ru- 
instaf ing. 

A. H. Nickless wu* between "lO ;uid 60 
years of age, and his family consisteO of 
his wife and the son. who wtt.M wounded 
in the liglit. He came originally from 
Bo>ton, but he lived a uiiinlKf of years 
at Atlantii. Barnes is 80 years old, ua- 
marrie<l and a native of Coluaibns, (ia., 
where his father and several brothers 
and 8i8t«r8 live. His wounds are serious 
but not necessarily fatal. 

EXTRADI TION Re TuSED. 

Mextoo Win No* Olve Vp k Mew aiesleo 
Uurdeter. ^ 

City of Mkxioo, July 1 8. —Tlie Mexi- 
can government has refused the exti*adi- 
tii-n of Al;,'a!'co Fre.squez, an American, 
on the reuaest of Governor Thurutou of 
New Mi'xico. Frcsquez is wanted by 
thi' New Mexican authorities on the 
charge of murder, and is now in the 
state of Chihuahua, wliere demand was 
made upon Qovemor Ahumada for the 
surrender. 

The Mexican authorities refuse the 
request under Article I of the Mexican 
constitution, viz.: "That extradition 
can only be effected when the fact of 
the couuuissiou of the crime shall be so 
established as that the laws of the ooun- 
try in which the fugitive shtfU be found 
would justify his or her apprehensiou 
and commitment for trial iz the crime 
bod been there committed." 

The matter will now probably be ap- 
pealed to the state department at Wash- 
mgton, and may lead to international 
oompUoations.

Ooe Villago Oaatrojred Other Prop- 
erty Dcitroyrd. 

Ego Harbor City, N. J., July 18.— 
There is no end yet to the forest fires 
that have been raging in this vicinity 
for the past week. Yesterday and en- 
tire village was wiiK'd out. The flames 
that had been sweeping toward Bridge- 
port, were turned aside by a shift of the 
wind Monday night, and during the 
early hours of the morning they reached 
a point ui-ar the little hamlet of Orcen- 
bush. The residents, in the meantime, 
had driven theii- livestock to a place of 
safety, and when it became apparent 
that the village was doomed, they loorl- 
ed their household effects into wagons 
and hurried them away. 

Much still remained to be move<l 
when the flames reached the houses. 
The village stood in a little clearing in 
the pine belt and the stacks of hay and 
the dry wooden buildings proved even 
better food for the elements than the 
woods around. The villagers had been 
forced to flee long before this and are 
now encamped in a cleaving some miles 
away. In addition to the destruction of 
this village many residences and barns 
iu the course of the fire have been de- 
stroyed.

NO FUniHSR TROUBLE IZISTS. 

The Outrage CondeuiiH-il on All Side*, 
l iny Strikers Hare Already B««n Ar- 
rested and Fifty Slore Worrnuta Ont. 
Uirmlnghnm Greatly Excited Over tbe 

itcceiit ICiot.4. 

BiuHiNuHAM, Ala., July 18.— Birming- 
ham is still in a fever of ezcitoment 
over the attack of striking miners on 
the nonunion miners piid deputy sher- 

ifls at Pratt miiie>. The air has been 
thick -with riiniors as to the nunil)er of 
killed and injured in the battli', some of 
the reports placing the list of dead at Vi 
and the wounded at 150, but from trust- 
worthy information, it is learned that 
the first list given out is coiTect. Six 
men were killed and about 15 wounded. 
It is impossible to secure a full list of 
the wounded on account of the action 
of the rioters iu hurriedly taking their 
injured fh>m the field and secreting 
them. 

The dead are: B. W. Tierce, chief of 
the guardii; John Flore, a French rioter. 
Three unknown negro miners and An- 
thony Carroll, a negro miner. 

The wounded, as far as known iiro: 
George Campbell, a iiegio miner will 
die; Kofhiriiiue Keguez, a striking laiuer, 
Mrili die; Caleb Jones, a striking miner;

INDIANS AND SETTLERS. 



Aa Oprieiag jMoinrntarily Expected 
SerloiM Trouble tVared. 

Oklahom.\, O, T., July 18.— Jasper 
Jeimings, a reliable scout and oowboj^ 
just in fkom the Cheyenne and Arapahoe 
country, reports serious trouble between 
thtt Indians and settlers. A risi ig of 
tlie Indians is momentarily expected, 
and the ranchmen are preparing for a 
contlii't. The trouble has been brewing 
since April la^t, when two Indiars ami 
a white man were killed in an .lilray 
which arose civcr t he (luestion of rights 
tv certain lands. 

Tlu' si'af of till- inescnt trouble i-^ Ked 
MiHiu, a hamlet in .Mills coanty, and tho 
dissatisfactuiii e.\tcnds to all tlie Indians 
in G. and Wa.-^liita counties. It is a 
sparsely .settU d region iu the western 
part of Oklahoma and is the wildest in 
the territoiy. There are more Indians 
than white s in tlic three counties n.uned 
which accounts for the alarm f( It. 
Sittler.> iu the iieighborlKxid of Ked 
Moon recently purchased .'!(K» Wim hes- 
ters, determining to liefend tlaar homes 
independent of the United Btates troops, 
the nearest post being twodagw' travel 
away. 

The Indians claim sovereignty over 
the liuids and permit their cattle and 
horses to run at will to the damage of 
settlers' crops. Settlers are wont to 
shoot the trespassing animals and the 
Iu<lians retaliate by killing those of tho 
whites. Men posted in Inditm affairs 
say that in the event of a flght much 
blood will be shed as the Tw^^t w are 
well amu'd.

The best coninientary 
we have seen on this is the American 
Wool Reporter, a trade i)aper, of the 8th 
of July, which says that the Alex- 
ander Smith Carpet Company, of Yonk- 
ers, N. Y., ' is maintaining its carpet trade 
with Great Hritain with wonderful regu- 
larity,' adding : ' Of late it has alone ship- 
ped more carpets to Britain than English 
and Scotch manufacturers combined have 
sent to the United states. Here are ex- 
tracts from the manifests of steamers ar- 
riving at British ports from New York 
during the first week in June and the 
last week of May : Glasgow, £360 ; Liver- 
pool, £980; Newcastle, £32: Southamp- 
ton, £1,250, or a total of £2,610 worth of 
American carpets shipped to Great Brit- 
ain in a single fortnight. The goods are 
not being sold at panic prices. Neither 
are they surplus stoclts onsalable in the 
United SUtes.' 

"These exports of American carpets to 

Kiinipe are iiiiidc on tlic b:isis of free 
wool — that is, the govenimeni refunds to 
the American mannfacturers the tariff 
<lutie8 which they liavc j>aid on the im- 
ported wool used in iiKikinj; thegooil"?. 
If, with free wool, American manufactur- 
ers can meet the English carpet makers 
at the doors of their own factories, can 
not American manufacturers beat Engl isli 
producers in the American markets on 
the same terms? .\s it is, under the 
drawback .'-ygtem, American carpets 
afe sold in England cheaper than 
in America, and the carpet combine-^ 
■want to continue tliis rank inju.stice by 
the retention of the McKinley law."

EIGHT MEN INSTANTLY KILLED 



Vh«y Were AbM* Bagta tk« Ony-n 
Work >Vli«n Two ■■■drad Mloln of Dy-

thm Party— NsoiM «t tb« Vlotlnu of tb« 
Orrat OiMwtar. 

HAZi.irruv, Pa., July IS.— Tlic most 
honible at'cidi.'ut which has ever oc- 
curred about the mines In this region 
took place at th« Stockton mine jester- 
day monlng. Two hondred iticks of 
(lyitaTiiite exploded among a crowd of 
luen A\ ho were preparing to go to their 
day's work. 

All of tlu'so niif'ortimates wcro scit- 
tiTPd ;iii<l Inrii t J 1'rii).'iliclits. 'i'iw exact 
iiunilicr killed is not positively kuowu at 
this writing, but it is plaoed b et wee n 

eif<ht and 11. 

The eause of tlii> oxplosioii will never 
lie known, iw iiuue of the men are liv- 
ing. It occurred at about T o'clock. 
The men were descending t\v shipe at 
the time, and distributing tliemst^lves in 
the various chambers and guugways 
where they wcreenqplQfedat toe bottom 
of the slope. 

Charles O'Douuell, who looked after 
the explosives! and sujjjilies of the load- 
ers, and otb' T company workmen, wa-s 
busily dealing out <lynamite and caps to 
the leadens and tlie .starts rs. The latter 
came to him in groups, usually, and be- 
tween eight and 10 of these workmen 
were standing about him at tlie time. 

The driver V)o}"s, who had come down 
earlier, had already passed in the mule- 
way, and were cleaning and lutrriessing 
their teams iu the stable, wliii li is built 
ill the Wharton gang way, alxuit 100 
yards from ''le bottom of the slope. 

These buys were the only persons who 
were in the vicinity at the time, and the 
firtt intimation of an accident they re- 
ceived was the terrific rejMirt of the ex- 
plosion. The concu.ssion wsis so severe 
as to kiKK'k the mules and drivers about 
in the stable. The place was tilled with 
dust and flying debris. All lights were 
eztingoiehed. 

The men were demoralized for the 
time, and did not know which way to 
turn. Although the explosion took 
place 300 yards below the surface, the 
shook was felt over an aera of snrface 
extending to the Imuberrard three miles 
■onth, and in the adjoining mine, No. 
Stockton. From the lattor mine a res- 
cuing party rushed throogh snbter- 
raneao paasagewaTa to No. 8. Aa these 
men approached the bottom of the ill- 
fated slope, they came up with tlie 
driTen and other laborert groping about 
in the darknets. 

Pnahing forward toward the bottom 
thej came npon a ecene which baffles 
description. Hnge timbers W( re twisted 
and twn and scattered about promiscu- 
•aaly. Rocks and debris were every- 
where. Over all yrm streMm human 
lleah, logs and ai-ins of the unfortunate 
Ticti^iB, and from the jagged sides hang 
two shattered bodies. Kot one ot tlie 
several bodies was left sufliciently in- 
tact to permit identity. 

The wildest excit<>ment t(K)k jwsses- 
sion of tlie villagers. Men and women 
flocked about tlie dark slojie mouth in 
liundreds. Wives and sweethearts of 
the unfnrtunate men ran aindessly about 
crying for aid and for their loved onts. 
Rescuing parties were formed imniedi- 
at( jly. A numtH,'r of miners were low- 
«Ted into the pit, and on the return cage 
a.scended the men and boys who had 
escaped the temble catastrophe. These 
were covi red witli dirt and dust. They 
were eagerly besieged by anxious 
friends, but to the friends of the men 
Still 1>elo\s- rlu y could otfer no eon.sola- 
tiou. 

Telegrams were sent to Hazleton and 
suiTouuding towns. .Many of the men 
emiilciyed iu No h lived at Hazleton, 
ancl th(.' accident created exeitemeiit in 
that city. Crowds of people hastened to 
the slope, and added to the excitement, 
which was already agonizing. Superin- 
tendent Roderick was oai ly on the scene 
and with a pai-ty of miners descended, 
and th(! work (31 collecting the remains 
commenced. From time to time men 
came up from below to get Ikesh air and 

revive their sjiirits. 

With the arrival of each man ttom 
below the excitement became augment- 
ed. Standing abont the opening to keep 
the people back were guards. It was 10 
o'clock iHjfore the M'orkmen got the re- 
mains of the victims sulHcienuy together 
to arrange for lioisting them to the sur- 
face. Eight rough boxes were taken 
down the slope. It was 11 o'dook before 
the first black box was hoisted dowlj np 
the slope, and as it emerged tsam th« 
darkness a lond wail from the loving 
relatives arose. The scene waa heart- 
rending in the extreme. 

Seven boxes were brought up contain- 
ing the fragments of the vietuns, as far 
as the portions of a body could be recog- 
nised, while the leighth box was filled with 
human flesh, for which no attachment 
cjmld be found. The oadartalnn took 
eharte of the bodies. 

Charles O'Donnell was the only one 
who could be recognized. To le.-irn the 
names of the others it was necessary 1 1 . 
find the living men, as it was not known 
how many stood around tlu: supply- 
house when the explosion occurred.
